The report of the elevator committee 
called attention to the forming of « 
combination by a large number of 
the grain firms and elevator compan- 
ies, the result of which combination 
was toa large extent the elimination 
of elevator competition. = The low 
price of grain was also brought about 
by the urgent necessity of the farmers 
to market the wheat, © Manitoba had 
tried the government-owned elevator 
and it) had not worked out 
With success, Saskatchewan's loans, 
secured by mortgages on the farmers’ 
elevators, paved the way for unfair 
government interference. The plan 
submitted for Alberta was an improves 
ment of that in operation in Sask- 
atchewan, The report put the plau 
as follows: 

“Your committee believe that this 
can best be met by the business being 
handled by a strong farmers’ com- 
pany, one controlled entirely by the 
farmers and thereby working in 
harmony with them generally, and 
having the strength to hold its 
own in any fight which may be 
forthcoming, not only in Albertu, put 
in the three western provinces, Your 
committee believe that to a large ex- 
tent thesolution of our co-operative 
efforts wil] depend entirely upon the 
building up of such an enterprise and 
therefore beg to recommend that for 
the elevator policy in Alberta, the 
provisions of the Saskatchewan plaa 
in so faras the subscribing for stock 
and for local assistauce in manage- 
ment be adopted, but that in the 
matter of financing arrangemeuts be 
mide whereby the full control and 
responsibility would result with the 
farmers themselves. In making this 
recommendation, your committee be- 
lieve it is to the interest of this 
association thas assistance which 
should be forthcoming is that.of pro 
viding the capital for the elevatore. 
and therefore would suggest: 

That the goverrment be asked to 
guarantee the bonds of « company 
for the erection of # line of farmers’ 
elevators in the province of Alberta, 
this guarantee to be on such terms 
and conditions not inconsistent with 
the provisions of the act which would 
be passed for that purpose, and the: - 
amount of the guarantee for each 
elevator not to exceed.a stated sum. 

That the province should be secured 
by deeds of trust or inortgages cover- 
fig sath elevators and plants payable 
in ftoth twenty to. thirty years in ac- 
cordance With' the terms of the deben: 
ture issue. 

That the conditions under which aa 
elevator could. be erected at any point 
would be for farmers ia that district 
to subscribe for sufficient stock to 
build an elevator, and for the sub- 
scribers to. have an annual crop av- 
erage of 2,000 ueres for each 10,000 
bushels of elevator capacity. 

That the subseribers be required to 
pay notless than twenty per cent of 
the value of the shares subscribed and 
that the balance be paid in equal in- 
stalments as one and two years (or

Every farm has enough table slopa 
and skimmed milk, smutty grain or 
other by-products to feed or nearly 
feed enough hogs for one’s own meat 
supply. If you will take an acre of 
! your poorest land and plant in it some 
of the good grazing crops and then 
put a piece of mesh wire around it 
and turn the hogs in, you will raise 
thrift, economical hogs and the land 
you Use for this purpose will be so well 
fertilized in a year that it will be 
worth twice as much for producing 
your standard farm crops. 

Give your hogs an acre of your till- 
able land and prepare {t for them, and 
}you will find, if you will keep books. 
that it pays you more net profit than 
any other acre on the farm,, Of 
course if you put your hogs in a little 
6 x 6 pen and feed them nothing but 
corn and have no shelter for them 
either from stu-.. cr rain and keep them 
thin in the summer so they won't 
get hot instead of giving them water 
under a nice shade tree, you may be 
disappointed. If you abuse the hog 
this way he is not going to bring you 
in any revenue. But if you will give 
your hogs a fighting chance they will 
take it and make good. 

When you start out to raise your 
meat supply for next vear get a bret 
gilt or a nair of pigs that are of good 
registered stock. The difference in 
leost Is so little hetween them, and 
grades and the difference in economy 
of production is so grea’ that a man

fore appointed, takes a different line 
of action, but always knew that He 
| would. 

These turnings in His mode of pro- 
cedure are spoken of as His re ent- 
‘ings (chapter vi, 6). Nothing has 
{ever taken place on earth or eve. will

These are the three 
arks of Scripture and all suggestive 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, in whom 
alone there is safety. As in the 
story of Cain and Abel, he who ac- 
cepts God's way is accepted, but the 
rejector is réjected. The people who 
helped Noah to build the ark knew
